One Thousand Miles of Country 
Overfiowed, With a Width of 
From 10 to 120 Miles. 


Terrible Destitution and Suffering--- 
The Immense Loss of 
Stock.

The Terrible Inundation, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 17.—A special from Helena, 
Ark., says: The haif has not been told about 
the inondatien of the Mississippi Valley. For 
a distance of a thousand miles it is wnder 
watertoa width of froml0to 120miles. No 
euch fiood has occurredin history according 
to the accounts of old river men. 
Several old pilots and captains unite in 
saving that the overflows of 1862, 1867 and 1874 
did not compare with the floods which are now 
laying waste hundredsof thousands of acres of 
the most iertile land the suo ever shone on. 
The deiuge has averaged from ten to twenty- 
five inches on a dead level. Insignificant 
creeks have swollen to the proportions of 

tAGING RIVERS. 
Throngh Southern Missouri and Illinois it 
has not been so bad, but in Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana 
the destruction of bridges and roads, to say 
nothirg of weniger 5 and other property, has 
been enormous and beyond calculation. The 
sufferings of the population of the Mississippi 
and Arkansas inundated districts have not 
been exaggerated nor adequately described. 
They have only been guessed at. Thousands 
of ina4tlies living miles back from the river in 
little settlemcnte for twenty, thirty, forty and 
even fifty milesin the interior, have been cut 
off from succor for the reason that they have 
no means of letting the world 
know their situation, and between those 
who are safe cannot reach them with pro- 
visions. The loss of lite ts already known to 
have veen large and the lowest estimate 
piaces the number at 100. The Government 
relief boats cannot reach the places where the 
suffering is greatest. They canonly touch at 
afew of the landings. Thousands of human 
beings are 
LEFT LIKE DROWNING RATS 

to perish. 

Capt. Corville, of the steamer Dick Jones, 
has just arrived from the St. 
Francis and the sunk lands and £ (tells 
4 tale of woe almost inc.iedibie, 
There is very little communication between 
those points and Helena, and thus far noatd 
has reachea the people from without. The 
peopie of these districts are chiefly white. 
They cultivate a good gaade of cotton and 
were well off. Now they are 
drifting about on rafts with no subsistence 
whatever, actually starving, and 

EVEN DEVOURING DEAD BEASTS 

that have been floating inthe water for sever- 
aldays. Astheir carcasses pass them they 
are eageriy sought after and devoured. 
The bodies of the deaa animals 
have large slices cut from them 
where those starving have deen butchering 
them. For 300 miles there is not visible a spot 
of land, except four Indian mounds, which 
rise so high that their tops are out of the 
water. 


The Destitution Appalling,

YAzZoo CiTy, Miss., March 17.—The river 
lacks six inches ot the hiyh water mark of 1867, 
and is rising. One’ bhandred dwellings are 
overflowed and deserted, snd many business 
houses are washed out completely.

Tallahatchie. Boats and hastily constructed 
tiats are bringing down larger quantities of 
stock. Constant reports are coming of lives 
lost in endeavoring to escape. The hills are 
filled with young deer and bears driven, from 
the swamps bythe water, and several have 
been seen in the outskirts of the town. The 
town of Stalatiais entirely submerged, not a 
house is visible and the people are all camped 
in the range of the hills beyond. 


At New Orleans. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 17.—There are no ap- 
prehensions of an overflow of the city. The 
levees can stand a foot more water. They | 
are not likely to receivethat much. They are 
patrolied nightly to prevent attempts to cut 
them. Point Coupee Crevasse is widened to 


1,600 feet. The water is pouring through 
twelve feet deep, flooding the False River 
and Grosse Tete country. If there are no 
rains along the Red River the condition will 
brighten. A break this morning a hundred 
feet wide in the levee five miles below 
this city will probably flood St. 
Bernard Parish. Last night Capt. 
Wilde, U. 8. Secret Service, borrowed a small 
rifle to scare the boys from the plum trees. 
He afterward learned he had sent a Dall 
through the brain of Albeit Weet, a boy 12 
years old. Wiide gave himself up. 


Breaks Near New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 17.—The break in the 
levee is a hundred fect wide. Five feet deep 
is reported at Storr’s place, left bank, eight 
miles below Canal street. The City Surveyor 
received a report thata break occurred at 
Live Oak Grove piantation, right bang, twenty- 
five miles below the city. No damagecan re- 


sult to the cttyfrom these crevasses. The 
Secretary of War instructed the Commissary- 
General to issue 50,000 additional rations to 
Gen. Mangum at Memphis, for the relief of 
the destitute in Arkansas. 


The Breaks inthe Levee. 

Capt. Reilly, of the Anchor Line steamer 
City ot Vicksburg, was seen by a PostT-D1s- 
PATCH reporter this morning in regard to the 
present state of affairs in the 
flooded districts. The Captain remarked that 
he would not attempt to give 


a description of the desolation and suffering 
that resent reigned there.

He stated that those who had been the lucky 
recipients were of course well pleased, but 
unfortunateiy the ones who needed them 
most received none, for the simple reason that 
it is impossible for the Government oflicers to 
reach them, as they are inland some 
miles. 

*‘What plan would you recommend for their 
reiier?’’ 

‘‘) would suggest that a number of 
skiffs be mauned with men who are familiar 
with the swamps and woods of the districts 
and sent out on a protracted hunt for the 
waterbound inhabitants. I think a vast 
amount of good could be accomplished in that 
manner.’’ 

‘*Do you think there are many people inland 
at present who are in extreme want?’ 

‘*Yes; hundreds and hundreds, and nobody 
will know the extent of it until the present 
waters subsido.’’ 

‘*Is there any prospect for the stock being 
kept alive until the flood subsides.’’ 

‘‘NonethatI see. They are all crowded to- 
gether on littic knolls of h!gh ground, and the 
stronger ones are being kicked into the flood 


by the wes ker ones. These in 
turn are being destroyed by the 
buffalo knots’ that, for some reason 


are always very numerous at highwater 
times,.’’ 

‘‘Do you make many landings at present?’’ 

‘‘Oat of 229 landings between here and Vicks 


burg we only make thirty-six 
landings at present, Some of these 
we aon’t make if there is any 


wind at the time that we start to attempt it. 
Whenever we get ashoré we slow up and ask 
the people if they want any assistance. If 
tocy answerinthe affirmative a gang is put 
off x»nd the hailers taken on board.’’ 

‘*‘Why do you not land oftenerthan you do?’’ 

‘*Becuuse every landing we make subjects 
the buat to the danger of having her hurricane 
roof and chimneys torn off by the overhang- 


ing boughs ot the timer. W nile 
the people below should realize 
our danyer, ret, strange to say, 
they make complaints if we do not land for 
every hail.’’ 

‘‘Have the levees affdrded any protection 
whatever?’’ 

‘‘Levees be d—d. It would be better 
for the people of the Mississippi 


vabley if the levee scheme had passed into the 
shadow laud without even assuming any tan- 
zible snape; Yes, sir. if the levees had never 

een constructed, the riparian counties would 
now have been almost exempt from overflow. 


The Outlook for the Crops. 

Captain Kaiser, Superintendent of the An- 
chor Line, was next seen py the Posr-DIs- 
PATCH reporter. Below are given some Of his 
views on the flood and levée question; 

‘*‘Capt. Kaiser wh at effect will the present 
flood have upon the coming cetton crop this 
season?’’ the reporter asked. 

‘*Well,’’ replied the Captain, ‘‘I am not at 
all alarmed about the prospects of the coming 
crop, or at least would not beif it was not for 
one fact, namely, that the planters are prob- 
ably going to lose their entire stock. 
You see those larze plantations in 
the South are worked on shares, and the ne- 
groes are supplied by the land Owners with 
stock with which to work the crop. It is 
doubtful whether the negroes will be supplied 
with stock by the owners this season. 
Although it is the rule, I don’t think 
thatthey willdoso this year. In fact they 
could hardly do itif they so desired. There is 
not enough money this year among them.’’ 

‘*Do you think the floods will recede in tims 
to givethe planters an opportunity to put in 
their crops in time this year?’’ 

‘*Certainly. AndI think the present flood 
will teach them a verv importaut lesson by 
demonstrating the fact that t "5 season 
of planting is begun too early among 
their. They nearly all have to repiant 
them crops every year, and such has beenthe 
case for the last decade.’’ 

‘*What kind ofacrop willthey be enabled 
to raise on the lands that are at present sub- 
merged?’’ 

‘The finestin the worla.Dan’ttalk to me about 
overfiows impairing the productive power of 
cotton or corn land. No,:- sir; the overtiow 
will help the producing power of the 
land rather than otherwise, and 
alluvial deposit tothe depth of a foot will be 
left wherever the overflow has occurred. I 


would be sanguine of an exceedingly 
large crop ae thought that the 
negroes would be. supplied with stock. 
That is the * only point about 


which I feel at all solicitous at the present 
time, 

**And, besices, I might say here,’’ contin- 
ned the Captain, ‘‘that the cotton that will be 
raised this summer in the overflowed lands 
will be of the finest grade, asit is well known 
the richer the iand is the finer the cotton 
grows.’’ 

CAPT. LENNOX, 
who was onthe hurricane roof of the Grand 
Tower for so many years and until she 
was buried in the old ‘‘Mississippi,’’ was 
next seen by the _ reporter, and the 
aueries he put to the Captain were confined en- 
tirely to the subject of levees and their utility. 

‘*‘Whatdo you think of levees in general, 
Captain?’’ 

‘*Well, if you will emphasize Captain Reil- 
ly’s opinion of them they will fit my case toa 
nicety.’’ 

‘*‘Why are you old and experienced steam- 
boat captains so antagonistic to the levee 
system?’’ 

‘*Simply because they are the most stupend- 
ous frauds ever perpetrated on a confiding 
peopie. And let me explain to you the why 
and wherefore of my statement.’’ 

‘*You see, by confining the flood to the regu- 
lar channel up the river, the mud and deposit 
with which the wateris heavily charged set- 
tles in the bed of the stream instead of onthe 
ban':s, which it would do were 
it alowed to overfiow. Asa consequence the 
ped of the riveris raised several inches every 
high water, and at this rate it does not take 
long for the regular body of water in 
the river to reach to the top of the 
jevees. They might build levees a mile high 
and the result in the course of time would be 
the same thing. Any school boy that can add 
two and two together can sce that.’’

Europe Again Agitated With Ru.

An Alliance Concluded Between Austria 
and Germany—Annexation 
Schemes—Foreign __ 
News. 


Rumors of War. 

LONDON, March 17.—The St. James Gazette 
to-day contains a dispatch stating that Ger- 
many and Austria have concluded a military 
and diplomatic alliance for the purpose of act- 
ing against Russia if the future course of that 
Government renders such combination neces- 
sary. The whole atmosphere of Europe is now 


tilled witb rumors ofcoming trouble. The 
German Government, through its consuls and 
military representatives, is closely watching 
the movements of Slavophilic agents in the 
provinces of Bosnia and Herzegviua, which 
are in a state of violent agitation. Rus- 
sian emissaries are known to be 
among the people of the provinces in 
considerable numbers. They seem to be well 
supplied with money. In Viennathe war feel- 
ing is strong. In Berlin public opinion is 
greatly divided on the snbject and the infiu- 
euce ofthe anti-Bismarck party is strongly 
against war.

LONDON, March 17.—A Times Berlin spectal 
says: There seemstobea decided aeterm- 
ination on the part of Germany und Austria to 
reply with facts tothe Panslavist tendency of 
Russia. Such afact was the speedy recogni- 
tion of Servia’s elevation to the rank of king- 
dom, and thejformal incorporation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina with dAustiula would 
be the second significant answer to the Pan- 
Slavisis. The correspondent says the fore- 
going intelligence, also the statement that 
Count Von Wolkenstein has been treating at 
Berlin for a final and definitive annexation to 
Austria of Bosnia and Herzegovina, was re- 
ceived from a reliable friend and may jbe 
accurate, but he draws attention 
to the fact that Von Wolkenstein has just been 
reappointed Austrian Ambassador to St. 
Petersburg, and says he doubts whether any 
diplomatist could maintain his reputation asa 
persona grata at the Russian Oourtif suspected 
of having been made an instrument of such an 
anti-Russian policy.

Minister Morton Explains. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Minister Morton, in 
reply to the announcement that the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs had the Ship- 
herd matter under investigation, has com- 
municated to the Secretary of State what he 
has to say on the subject, and the latter to-day 
transmitted the following communication to 
the committee; 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON. 
Hon. C. G. Williams, Chairman of Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs: 

Sin—Adverting to the letter addressed me 
on the 4th inst. by the clerk of your commit- 
tee, expressing your wish that the U. 5. 
Minister to France should be informed 
of the resolution of the House of Lepre- 
sentatives of the 2th ultimo respecting 
certain allegations of improper transactions 
of Ministers Plenipotentiary of the United 
States, and should at the same time invite Mr. 
Norton to make such a response as he might 


see fit, I have the honor to inform 
you that & telegram, in the 
desired sense, was sent Mr. Morton 


on the 6th inst., and I have just received from 
him a reply by cable to the following effect: 
The Minister stated he has never at any time 
been associated with any business transaction 
needing or expecting the intervention of the 
United States. In the ordinary course of 
their business Morton, Biiss & Co. had en- 
tered into a contract simply for the receipt of 
nitrates and guano sent to this country 
and the States thereof and that 
the transactions were of the same class of 
business as has been carried on by the firm 
formany years. Allthe preliminaries of the 
agreement itself were made by Geo. Bliss dur- 
ing Morton’s absence and before his departure 
for his present post. Bliss will be happy 
it desired by the committee to 
furnish all details of the transactions as far as 
Suarez or Randall, who are said to have been 
agents of the Credit Industrial, are concerned. 
Morton has had no communication with either 
of them,jand does not knowthem personally: 
neither does he know anything of any 
dealings they or either of them 
may have had with the governments Of, the 
United States, Peru, Chili, or the Credit Ina. 
dustrial betore the conclulion of the agree- 
ment between Randall and Bliss. Mr.Morton has 
had noOjintimation of any personal or oficial 
action being expected of him connected 
with the affairs of Chili or Peru or the relations 
of their country with the Government of the 
United States or of France. Morton has never 
had a conversation with any oflicer of the 
United States touching business or politica! 
inatters in Peru or Chili or the relations 
of either the United States or the 
French Republic. Ife has had no 
official or unofficial communication, 
either indirectly or directly, with any person 
whatever having an oOllicial connection with 
or serving either the United Statesor French 
Governinent, in regard tothe relations of the 
Government of Chilt and Peru toward each 
other or toward the United States or French 
Governments, with the exception. of 
n conversation with President Grevy 
which was tought by the latter, which inter. 
view was officially reported to the department 
at the time, andcalledfor the repiy trom 
Blaine which was communicated to Grevy,and 
the repiy of the French President thereto was 
also reported by Morton in official form.

KILLED IN A TUNNEL, 
Horrible Accident Which Causes the Death 
of Five Boys. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 17.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon a sad accident occurred in this city in 
the vicinity of the Crosby School-house.

work. At3 o’clock yesterday afternoon live 
boys, Mike Garish, aged 17, son of Frank 
Garish, tanker at Hax’s pork-house; Ollie 
Fails, 9, sonof Richard Fails, blacksmith; 
Sam and John Montgomery, ageas and lére- 
spectively, sons of John Montgomery, an 
engineer at the water-works, and Nicholas 
Kell, 13, son of Fred Kell, watchman 
at’ Krug’s packing-house, went to the 
tunnel, which was about ten feet deep.in their 
turn, and began working. They were the only 
occupants of the place and were not disturbed. 
At5o’clock one ot theircomvanions coming 
to call them was astounded to find that the 
mouth of the tunnel was closed bya large muss 
of earth, which completely covered it. He 
nottfied several workmen of the fact that the 
five boys were shut up in the tunnel and 
asked their Bssistance in digging 
them out. The workmen laughed at the 
lad’s story, and the little tellow was compellec 
to begin the work of extracting his compan.- 
ions from their horrible prison. He had not 
proceeded far When his hand came in contact 
with that of one of the five boys whom he was 
seeking torescue. Thoroughly reassured of 
the correctness of his suspicion the boy rushed 
back to the workmen and told his story. This 
time they came to his assistance. After a halt 
hour’s labor all the five children were brought 
into the open air, but cold in death. Garish’s 
pulse fluttered feebly, and the wild hope of 
bringing him back to life was fora while en- 
tertained, but the fleeting life wus already too 
far onits way to be calied back again, and- 
though everything possible was done to revive 
the boy he was past all hope. 

The other children had been dead some time 
before their bodies were recovered.

KRING’S CASE. 
“ciciia iaaleiieidabiinga 
Roscoe Conkling to Appear Be- 
fore the U. S. Supreme Court 
in His Behalf. 


The Points on Which the Defendant 
Bases His Hopes. 


The case of Charles F. Kring will becalled in 
tbe United States Supreme Court next Octo- 
ber, when Roscoe Conkling will make the 
presentation of the questions involved. Conk- 
iing was engaged by Kring’s father to make 
the argument. A few days ago Kring sent the 


histery of his life and all the important papers 
in the case to Senator Conkling tomake prep- 
aration for the argument. 

The points invoived inthe Kring case, briefly 
stated, are us follows: 

Kring’s attorneys contend that prior to the 
Constitution of 1875 he could not have been 
tried for murder in the first degree aiter he 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
degree. The State contends that although 
the offense was {committed and ;the indict- 
ment presented prior to the Constitution of 
i875, yetbunder section 23, article 2 of the Con- 
stitution, as construed in the case of the State 
vs. Sims, defendant was legally tried tor mur- 
derin the first degree; that section 23, article 
2of the new Constitution only changes the 
procedure, and is not, Jas applieafto the Kring 
cuse, an ex post facto law. 

The defenduant’s counselcontend that it does 
more than change the procedure. <As the law 
stood prior to the Constitution of 1875, one 
could not be put ontrial at all for murder in 
the tirst degree if he had been convicied or 
pleaded guilty of murder in the second degree. 
This has been expressly decided by the Su- 
preme Court of the State in the case of Ross, 29 
Mo. 38, and alsointhe case of Smith, 53 Mo. 
139. Dherefore, it the new Constitution be ap- 
plied to Kring’s case,it renders the act punish- 
able in A different manner from 
that in which it was punishable when 
committed. It is right here that the Federal 
(Ontitutions strikes the State Constiutions, 
by providing that no State shall pass an ex post 
facto law. Section 10, article 1, Const. United 
States: Chief Justice Marshall, in a leading 
case considering this very question, held that 
‘fan ex post facto law is a law that rencers an 
act punishabie in a different manner from 
what it was when committed.’’ There is an- 
other point based upon the denial of defend- 
ant’s right toa change ef venue from the city 
of St. Louis. Kring’s Counsel contend that 
the special laws prohibiting a change of venue 
in the city of St. Louis are in conflict with the 
Fourteenth amendment to the Federal Consti 
tution, guaranteeing to every citizen the just 
and equal protection of the laws. 

This morning a reporter visited Kringin the 
jail to question him concerning his new 
counsel: 

‘*Messrs. Seward and Jones,’’ said Kring, 
‘*have requested ine to not say anything about 
the matter. Your paper yesterday contained 
an interview with my wife. Now, ull I have to 
ask of the newspapers is that she be left alone. 
She is now living in Jlliaoisina house of her 
own. Idonot own any property myself at 
o.** 

The case may not come up before a year has 
passed, unless a motion to dismiss is made by 
the representatives of the State, which carries 
with it the advantage to the defense of nak- 
ing two presentations of the case to the 
Supreme Bench. Circuit Attorney Uarris, upon 
a request from Gov. Crittenden, has consented 
to appear betore the United States Supreme 
Court to argue the law points involved. In

SOUND DEMOCRACY. 

It is a rather significant fact that at the 
Democratic love-feast held in Chicago on the 
natal anniversary of ANDREW JACKSON, the 
best, most thorough and comprehensive ex- 
position of Democracy that was offered by the 
chosen speakers came from an old-time Ke- 
publican war-horse, LYMAN TRUMBULL, of 
Illinois.

Government. After pointing out the en- 
croachments of the Federal Government to 
his hearers of the Iroquois Club the other 
night, Mr. TRUMBULL paid his respects to 
the big corporations in this style: 

There is another class of legislation not pe- 
culiar to Congress, but practiced by State 
Legislatures as well, thatis danyerous to free- 
dom and destructive to individual independ 
ence and liberty. I refer tothe unlimited 
creation of corporations which become mo- 
nopolies in the hands of those who wield them 
and are rapidly assuming control, not only of 
the business of the country, but its politics 
also. Corporations are now created for al- 
most all conceivabie purposes from the gi 
gantic railroad corporation to those organized 
to sell paper bags. The great moneyed cor 
porations combine together and lay tribute 
upon the people at will, while the smaller 
corporations carry on business without the 
responsibility that attaches to individuals 
similarly engaged. If the corporation is suc- 
cessful its managers pocket the profits; if un- 
successful, its creditors pocket the loss, and 
its scheming managers are left free to embark 
in new enterprises with fortunes but siightlv 
ifatallimpaired. How can individual enter- 
prise compete with corporations possessed of 


such advantages? 
In warring on the monopolists Mr. Trum- 


BULL establishes his Democracy, ana it is be- 
cause we preach the doctrine,jin season and 
out of season, that the monied corporations 
of to-day are the most formidable enemies 
that the Republic has, that the Post- 
DispatTcnH can fairly claim to be the 
best of Democratic newspapers. If we op- 
pose the Democratic leaders so often it is be- 
cause they are too cowardly or too venal to 
grapple with the enemies of the people. Mr, 
BAYARD, in his epistle to these same Iroquois 
chieftains, talks about protecting the pubiic 
treasury against favored individuals or classes, 
and deciares that while property snould have 
protection it is the duty of the Democratic 
party to see that it shall be “prevented trom 
becoming the governing power in mold- 
ing the law.’? This has a musical and 
heroic sound, but does Mr. 8S. J. TILDEN 
talk in this vein? He is a great 
Democratic leader, but he is not dis- 
turbed about the encroachments of the rich 
corporations which control lexislation and 
which have built up a monied aristocracy in 
the land differing only from the noble aris- 
tocracy of Europe in that in one instance the 
privileges are 4 matter of birth while in the 
other they are a matter of chartergrants. Docs 
Mr. Farr, who sits in the Senate by virtue of 
Democratic votes, look with a jealous eye on 
the hired lobby of the railway monopolists, 
which has only to ask of Congress to receive? 
Did Mr. BOOKWALTER, when he was 
carrying the standard of Democracy in 
Ohio, sound the alarm against the rich 
privileged classes? Does the great Dem- 
ocratic organ the New York WJWorld, 
owned and controlled by Jay GOULD, tell the 
people from time to time how the big manu-

pleecd himself at the head of a revolt and 


moguls are fattening off the privileges which 
they have purchased from their bribed 
representatives in Washington? Of course 
not. And it is for this very reason 
that the Democratic party has neither vitality 
nor force.

GUITEAU IN JAIL. 


W ASHINGTON, March, 1882. 

The first impression Guireau produces is 
disappointment. He does not look like any 
of his pictures. He does not look at all like 
the description of the imaginative reporters 
He does not look like either a monster or a 
fiend in human shape. He is not hand- 
some, but he is not repulsive either. He 
does certainly not look like a lunatic. But he 
does not look like a very intelligent person. A 
slight, slender, youngish man, he locks so 
thoroughly commonplace, so much like 
thousands of ordinary people, so much like 
some Waiter, clerk or servant, that, though I 
had seen dozens of his pictures, had reada 
countless number of descriptions and was pre- 
pared to meet him, yet when I did see 
him—perfectly insignificant, common-look- 
ing—Inyoluntarily turned to the warden, a8k- 
ing: “Is this GUITEAU?’? and looking ahead 
for some other person to come up tothe 
standard of my imagination. But that 
young fellow, who could not have 
attracted the least attention by his appearance 
in any gathering, whose like each man passes 
in his life py the thousands and tens 
of thousands, was GUITEAU—the assassin—the 
man who made a President, a Cabinet, new 
Ministers, a new policy at home and a>road, 
and changed the fortunes and destinies of tens 
of thousands of ambitious men. 

Well, I had little time for reflec- 
tions of any kind. Before I had 
hardly cast my eyes upon the wretch, he, to 
my utter astonishment, stepped up, aduress- 
ing me with perfect ease as “Mr. SCHURZ! 
whom he had frequently seen at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel.” I was certainly unaware of 
ever having seen him b®fore. I did not care, 
however, to lose time bv explanations 
as to his mistake or my identity. My 
business was to study. The greaiest 
study of men is man, said a German 
author. I tried to study this most interest- 
ing and infamous of medern criminals in tne 
short time I was allowed to be with him. 

* * e +o - 

Tiow he looks? Neatandtidy. Thesuit of 
clothes he wore, as I afterwards learned, was 
new. His shirt-bosom was perfectly white. 
His hands, face and hair all showed clean- 
liness and care. He could have been taken pre- 
cisely as he stood and transferred behind the 
counter of some dry-goods store as a perfectly 
fit figure. His dress and appearance are 
certainly better than that of thousands of 
clerks that one sees in this city. The only bad 
feature about his face are his teeth. But, all 
the reporters to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, there is nothing in his eyes to show lun- 
acy. They seem to be the average common 
gray eyes. His head is not badly shaped. His 
forebead is both narrow and = ~small. 
But it is a straight or practical, not 
a retreating or imaginative forehead. 
His nose is large, bony and thin. His mouth 
islarge and sensual. Ilis chin is prominent. 
His sallow complexion and coarse huir indi- 
cate low descent. He cannot weigh more 
than about 140 pounds, or measure more than 
about 5 feet 7 inches, and looks like a person 
of between 35 and 38 years ofage. His ad- 
dress and manners show great self-assurance. 
He speaks very fluently, and his English is 
not bad, though not especially elegant. His 
motions are quick, like his speech. He never 
drinks. Heneversmokes. He neverswears. 
Ile reads the bible assiduously, and is the 
strictest temperance man. 

* . * * * 

How he speaks and what he says? With a 
single exception he talks and acts like a thor- 
ough man of business. His business is to 
make money. He is allowed to receive visit- 
ors and sell his photographs and autographs. 
Photographs are $1 a piece. Autographs 
are only 25 cents a_ piece. Reasonable 
discount for large orders. In aneat small desk 
he has several rows of photographs, a pile of 
autograph cards anda pile of greenbacks to 
make change. The cellis small and visitors 
have little chance to refuse. The first thing 
GUITEAU does is to offer a number of bis pho- 
tographs tothe visitor. He does it, too, 
in such a perfect business-like manner 
that it would require pretty much his ownin- 
delicacy torefuse. Thus he has had an income 
of about fifty dollars per day and made more 
money in jail than he ever did out of it. Most 
of this money he sent to his publisher, Gibson, 
whois getting out another edition of his 
book ‘*Truth,”? at GUITEAU’S;expense. But 
he has given some money to his sister for 
things she senthim. Last week he sent $100 
to SCOVILLE, his lawyer, $50 to his brother 
in Boston, and $200 to his publisher. Besides 
he paid for his new clothes, the best he 
probably ever wore in his life. He seems 
perfectly happy. He speaks with great 
expectations of his book. His love 
of money is unmistakable by the eager- 
ness with which he goes for it. 
While he handed his photographs around a 
gentleman asked him whether he would take 
a twenty-dollar gold piece. GUITEAU’s 
reply that he “would rather have it than 
greenbacks’”? was accompanied by grabbing 
the gold piece and making the change 
in less time than it has taken me 
to write this. He handles his greenbacks 
like a bank teller and talks about the different 
points and features of his different photo- 
graphs precisely as if he were standing behind 
the counter selling ribbons or lace. 

. * + o * 
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Is he sane? It is not an easy question. The 
exception in his perfectly rational and com- 
monplace talk to which [referred was when the 
name of {GORHAM, the Stalwart editor of the 
National Republican, was mentioned. He 
immediately changed his manner. He broke 
outin afurious attack. With clenched fist, 
arm raised and gesticulating, he cried out, as 
loud as his voice allowed, that these “Stal- 
wart papers were all abusing GARFIELD, 
until God’s man oame to remove him, 
and now they abuse God’s man.”? This 
reference to himself as “God’s man’’ was ap- 
parently sincere. If it was acting and sham- 


he was again all calmness and business.

Does he think he will hang? [ 
think not. He seems to be: hopeful 
that in some way he will, to use his 
own language, “get relief.” He is allow- 
ed to read all the New York and Washington 
newspapers and knows the change in public 
sentiment about GARFIELD. He seemed to 


be delighted at the publication § of 
ROSECRANS’ ietters. When he is not 
reading the newspapers be reads the 


Bible—that is, of course, after business 
hours, when be is through with money-mak- 
ing. Heis, he says, well satisfied with his 
life—whatever be the end. He lives comfort- 
ably, has two cells—one to sleep in, the other 
as a sort of office or counting-room—in the 
most elegant jail I ever saw, feels his im- 
portance and notoriety, enjoys ease and, 
for the first time in his life, a regular, ample 
income. The wretch feels that even if he be 
hung he has cut at least a figure in the world. 
The extraordinarily kind and generous treat- 
ment of ths Government makes his last days 
the happiest and most comfortable 
of his whole life. For the first time 
in his life he has a business in which he does 
not have to cheat and swindle everybody. 
Certainly no one can see his surroundings 
and observe his life without being touched 
by the remarkable charity and consideration 
with which this miserable assassin and life- 
long scoundrel is allowed to transform the jail . 
into a place of luxury, comfort, money-mak- 
ing and notoriety-seeking. tJ. P.

POVERTY FLATS. 


A Trip Through the Wards of the 
St. Louis Poor-House. 


Over 800 Paupers and Lunatics 
Crowded Into one Building. 


Exciting Scenes in the Insane Depart. 
mont for Violent Patrons.

How the People of Paupertown Act and 
Live—A Murderous Patient. 


Away out in the southwestern suburbs, about 
six miles ina bee line from the Court-house, 
are three distinct groups of buildings, which 
harbor bundreds of miserable wretches of 
whose existence the general public has no 
knowledge. Tne buildings are stately and 
handsome in appearance, but the halls, rooms 
and corridors are most pathetic in their scenes 
of woe. 

The places alluded to are the Insane Asylum, 
the Poor-house and the Female Hospital. The 
former has already been described in the Post- 
DISPATCH. This morning a reporter, who had 
been interesting himself in the question as to 
how the mass of the laboring classes manage 
toliveon the small salaries and the hard 
work which is their portion, went out to the 
Poor-house to see just what provision had 
been made for people whom continuous toil 
had broken down without allowing tkem to 
accumulate enoughto render old age com- 
fortable. 


The institution is situated on the Manchester 
road, atthe bottom of the declivity leading 
from the Insane Asylum site. The building is 
of handsome pressed brick, probably 300 feet 
front, and looks as little like the typical pau- 
pers’ retreat asicould be imagined, 

Arrived at the door, the reporter spent a few 
minutes looking over the register, a huge and 
melancholy record of the visits of vrothers, 
Sisters, fathers and inothers to the wretches 
whom society has hidden away in a living 
grave.

In One room amannamed James Kearnley 
was shown—a veritable curiosity. He was 
forty-two years of age and weighed just forty- 
two pounds. When he was a boy a sack of 
wheat fellapon him in a mill and broke his 
back. Since thattime his head and neck con- 
tinued to grow, but the restof his body is ema- 
clated to nothing. Itis curious to 100k at his 
old face and ful! bear’, and then at his thighs, 
which are notas thick as good broomasaticks. 
Mr. Tayon has 317 of ali ciasses under his 
charge. They occupy thefirst floor of the 
west wing, and several of the outhouses. 
have the usual Poor-house look. Most of them 
are pious. Itis no uncommon thing to see an 
aged matron, her gray hairstraggling out from 
under an old fashioned cup, seated quietly by 
her bed, rolling her eyes to heaven and quietly 
thumbing her beads. The men are less devo- 
tional, as a rule. They spend much 
of their time strolling about the grounds, 
smoking short pipes when they can gettobacco.

aday. Atothertimes matches are kept from 
them, and atthe meal hours a lively watch 
has to be kept on the men to prevent them 
supplying tke granmes with lucifers 
smoking purposes. Asthe reporter left the 
ward, the male paupers were just going to 
dinner, set in the large dining-hall, onithe low- 
erfioor. Piain pine tables and benches run 
the entire length oi the apartments. The 
waiters are inmates. 

The meal which was here served consisted 
ofapaliatable soup, meat, bread, potatoes 
and boiled hominy. Themen, as they came 
in, were a study, some on crutches, some stone 
blind, and others again fat and hearty, as 
seini-idiotic people usually are. 
men the women are regaled on similar fare in 
the same apartmeut. There was no display 
of table furniture, atincup and plate and a 
knife to each person being all thatis done in 
thatline. The meais are eaten in gloomy 
silence, and to the query of the pauper waiter, 
**Do you wantany more soup?’’ a shake of 
the head was the usuai answer. Leav- 
ing the banquet-hall, atrip was taken to the 
pauper hospital, a small building to the east 
ofthe institution. The ground floor is re- 
served formen, the upper for women. The 
patients here are mostly incurables, fagged, 
worn-out old creatures, who are with dimticulty 
kept alive, andthe purpose of whose exist- 
ence it is not easy to guess. On the top, or 
second floor, piaving with a coupie of half- 

rown idiotic giris, was a fair-laired boy, 
andsome, bright and healthy, possibly three 

years of age.

fact is that the Insane Asylum has bee: so 
crowded for years that, along time ago, the 
plan was adopted of sending the ‘‘chronics’’ 
to tbe paupers’ palace. At first only mild 
cases were sent, but now all classes must 
To show how far this has been carried it is 
only necessary to state that this morning there 
were 703 inmates of the Poor-house, of which 
686 were insane and 317 paupers. Of these 
there were 207insane men and boys and 170 
women; 191 male paupers, 119 female and7 
pauper children. 
All these insane ought to be at the asylum, 
but thereisnoroom for them there. They 
must go somewhere. The west wingof the 
Poor-house, with the exception of the lower 
floor, is given up to the crazy females. The 
entire east wing, four stories in height, is oc- 
cupied by insane menin all stages. Allthe 
rooms open out on big porches atthe rear, 
whicn are covered in with secure 
iron frames and bars. Nearly = ail 
the mad men and women were 
outin tnese cages, fronting on therear, and 
resenting a weird contrast to the inposing 
ront ofthe building. Therethey were, tour 
tiers of cages on One side and three on the 
other. The wretches paced up and down in 
droves, like animals in a traveling show. 
Some of them poked their noses out through 
the bars and giared at the grass and sunshine 
outside. Others lay flat upon their .face’ or 
rolied upon the waxed boards. Occasionally a 
man would clutcn the bars with his 
hards and make violent and un- 
inteiiigiple speech to the paupers below. 
The latter walked around, not noticing the 
performance, or it they did, only glanced up, 
smiled, said, ‘‘Oh, he’s crazy,’’ and passed 
on. Itis strange to notice what caste there is 
among this degraded community, and what 
lofty contempt a sane pauper, be- he ever 80 
wretched, has for his demented brethren. 

‘‘Let us go up to the violent ward for 
males,’’ said Superintendent Tayon. ‘‘We 
do not often letthem out. It is not safe.’’ 
Up theinside steps, to the third story, the 
trip was make. 

Mr. Tayon opened an iron-barred door and 
told the reporter to slip in quickly. As the Su- 
intendent followed, he whispered earnestly to 
an attendant,

TERRIBLY CROWDED. 

The whole institution is kept very clean and 
neat. The house is, however,terribly crowded. 
In rooms only 30x20 feet as many as ten beds 
of insane patients must be put. In one room, 
14x36 teet, eighteen beds were found. When 
it is considered how filthy this class 
of patieuts are, such crowding is terrible. 
The paupers have been crowded out of the 
buildin proper by the insane.. An old stable 
has been fitted up forthe accommodation of 
some of them. In all ways the institution has 
many more than it is capable of holding. 
The kitchen is too small, the laundry is not 
large enough, and the patients sleep together 
ina buddled manner that wouid long ago 
have produced sickness but for the excellent 
management. Mr. Francis, when asked about 
the matter, said that something ought to be 
done to relieve the institution, and it must be 
done soon. It was now taxed beyond its 
greatest capacity.

A most amusing incident occurred at the 
time Mr.Greeley was negotiating for the pur- 
hase of the property upon which to found 
the **Svivania Society.’’

SAND IN COTTON, 


The Rascally Tricks Practiced by Some 
Southern Planters. 
From the New York Times. 


Minister Lowell is going down into the cot- 
ton-spinning country to find out what founda- 
tion there is for the unpleasant reports about 
sand in American cotton. His report upon 
the facts will be awaited with interest and re- 
ceived with unquestioning confidence, for 
while Mr. Lowell has never posed as an ex- 
pert in the matter of cotton, neither in re- 
spect to sand, and has given far more time 
and study to the poetry of Dante than to the 
subject of adulteration, yet he is a man of 
strong common sense, and is entirely capable 
of judging whether the sand of which 
spinners complain 80 
much was intermixea with the delicate 
fibres of the cotton by the innocent 
winds or by the fraudulent act of the unprin=- 
cipled planter. As between these two pos- 
sible agencies, the evidence thus far at hand 
points with unmistakable positiveness at the 
planter. There is not a wind in ail the caves 
of Eolus that can blow a hundred pounds of 


sand into one bale of cotton, a stone weighing 


tive pounds and ahalf into another. ‘These 
are among the instances of adulteration cited 
by Consul Shaw, of Manchester. It is clear 
that there is wicked, intentional fraud here, 
and the fraud is practiced to a very large ex- 
tent. English spinners complain that Amer- 
ican cotton is the worst they receive in respect 
to impurities and adulteration. A Stockport 
spinner found that one lot of 100 bales 
was charged with fine red sand to an 
from 9% to 26 per cent 
of its weight. A Warrington firm of 
soinners, by aseries of tests of Texas and 
New Orleans cotton, found that 17’ per cent 
was sand. There isalsoa suspicious Gamp- 
ness about cotton from this side of the At- 


lantic, and sometimes the pres- 
ence of caked masses of the staple 
in the middle of bales gives ev- 


idence of actual wetting to saturation. A 
drying heat was found to reduce the weight 
of some bales from 10to15 percent. A 
Preston spinner deciared that with Egyptian, 
Brazilian, or Surat cotten his firm could ac- 
count for every pound bought, either in yarn 
or waste; but there was always from 3 to 
5 per cent of American cotton which disap- 
peared altogetber in the process of spinning, 
appearing as neither yarn nor as waste. This 
loss was chargeable to impurities. 

This is a shameful state of things. The 
finest red sand the South produces is not 
worth 7d. per pound in Liverpool. To put 
it in cotton is a mean, low, contemptible 
fraud. Besides, itinjures the machinery of 
the spinner, and the cotton with which it is 
mixed will not work properly. The placing 
of a ten-pound boulder in each bale would 
be a far less mischievous form of 
adulteration, and the actual burglary of the 
spinners’ counting-rooms would be a noble 
act compared with this vile cheating. But 
itis anevil thatis very easily curable, and 
as soon as a careful investigation has deter- 
mined the extent to which it is practiced 
steps should be taken to this end. Minister 
Lowell will no doubt do the country and 
its commerce a good service by fully 
investigating the facts on which Consul 


Shaw’s recent report was based, but 
this is not a case for Government 
interference. It is the first thought
